A student is supposedly prepared 
for the high school studies upon 
graduation from the low-er grade-. 
Therefore, fault can be partially 
blamed on the lower grades 
for 
promotion of -tudcnts where pro­ 
motion is undue.

improvements. 
First,

tive. Second, the students making 
higher grades will also develoo 
initiative. Three, the standards of 
the American high schools

will continue to graduate the cal­ 
iber of youth who meet the neces­ 
sary requirements of h:gh school 
graduation. 


In conclusion» it is my firm be­ 
lief that there is no actual excure 
for a failure. The experience and 
judgment of the teacher should 
determine certain class standards.

The millions and millions of dol­ 
lars that are spent yearly on e du ­ 
cation are indeed invested in a 
w orthy cause. This cause of educa­ 
tion can be separated into several 
levels. O ne of these levels is high 
school. 
High school has two main p u r­ 
poses. The first is to teach the 
students to the best of their indi­ 
vidual capacities of learning. The 
second is to teach the students to 
get along with o ther people. The 
high schools of A m erica have a 
high level of sta n d ard s. W ithout 
these stan d ard s 
our educational 
system could not be as great as it 
is. These high necessary g radu at­ 
ing stan d ard s are those rep resen t­ 
ing the caliber of the youth who 
com plete the program set up by 
the high schools. 
It is therefore 
im po rtan t to be sure to graduate 
only 
the students who complete 
tiie* sta n d a rd requ irem ents of the 
high school program . 


If students w ho are failing in 
their 
studies 
are 
given 
passing 
grades, 
the 
practice 
would 
not 
be in compliance with the purpos­ 
es of high school. The students 
who are tailing would lose any in­ 
itiative that they m ight have al­ 
read y attained. Students who 
do 
w ork with initiative tow ards their 
grad es would lose their initiative 
if 
they 
knew 
th a t 
the 
teacher 
w ould give them passing grades, 
regardless of their ex ten t of ela.->s 
w ork, 
li 
a practice is m ade of 
passing failing students, the cal­ 
ib er of the youth g raduated from 
high school would bo greatly low­ 
ered. 


T here are sev eral reasons for 
failures am ong students. They in­ 
clude— lack of initiative, too much 
outside w ork, 
difficult 
subject, 
trouble at home, or low m entality. 
S tudents with no 
initiative 
in 
their vvork in class should 
be 
failed it they cannot m eet the m in­ 
im um stand ards set up for 
the 
class by the teacher. vStudents hav­ 
ing too m uch outside vvork, con- 
, corning school or 
aside 
from 
j school, should consider the value 
1 of education and com pare it with 
the 
im portance of their 
outside 
activities. T here is often the pos­ 
sibility of planning a careful pro­ 
g ram w hereby the students can 
w ork during certain periods with 


his teachers. Students should not 
register for subjects in the high 
school curriculum which they be­ 
lieve m ay prove to be too difficult. 
T rouble at home m ay be rem edied 
by e x tra 
tim e spent on studies 
during school or after school. Low 
m entality should not be consider- 
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ed as a prim ary cause for failing 
a high school subject. In the first 
place, the student should not have 
signed up for such a difficult sub­ 
ject. 
If it is req u ired 
th at 
the 
student tak e the subject, he should 
vvork with the teacher w hen th e:e 
is an evidence of necessary addi­ 
tional 
attention 
by th e teacher. 
A stu den t is supposedly p rep ared 
for the high school studies upon 
graduation from the lower g ra d e '. 
T herefore, fault can be partially 
blam ed on the low er grades 
for 
prom otion of students w here pro­ 
motion is undue. 


Failing 
a 
student w hen 
it 
is 
necessary will result in three pri­ 
m ary 
im provem ents. 
First, 
the 
failed student will develop initia­ 
tive. Second, the students m aking 
higher grades 
will also develop 
initiative. Three, the sta n d a rd s of 
the A m erican high schools 
will 
m aintain their high stan dard s a> * 
will continue to g ra d u a te the cal- 
iber of youth who meet the nece.s- 
sarv requirem ents of high school 
graduation. 


In conclusion, it is m y firm be­ 
lief that there is no actu al e x e m a 
for a failure.

ly apply to all wheat growers. The 


law applies to only those who file 


a written application with their 
county A S C 
office before they 


plant their wheat 
Fanners may sign their appli­ 


cation any time prior to seeding 


wheat or Oct 
15, whichever is 


later. In addition to filing their ap­ 
plication the farmer must also file 


a record of how he uses the wheat 


since it cannot be sold or exchang­ 


ed. but must be used on the farm 


where it is grown, for feed or seed 
or human food. He must file this 
record of use not later than Sept. 
I, 1959, with the local A S I ' com­ 
mittee. 
"There is one other thing on 
this subject that I would like to 
mention," M r Gehrs said. "In the 
past, 
fanners with wheat allot­ 
ments of less than 15 acres have 
harvested up to 15 acres without 
being pen lilted 
They were not 
eligible for price support as they 
exceeded their allotment, hut they 
were 
not 
penalized. 
Under 
this 
new 
w neat 
law, 
if the farmer 
takes advantage of the 30 - acre 
provision, the 15 acres regulation 
will not apply, but if the farmer 
does not want to consign himself 
to grow wheat for feed or seed, 
but wants to sell I . then the 15- 
acre limit still applies and so dot s 
the provisions of the Marketing 
Quota program. % 
"W hat I would like to impress 
is that there are no combinations 
of this 30-acre program. The farm­ 
er is either in it or out of it. He 
must stay within the 15-acre limit 
or agree to use all of the 30-acre 
crop only for feed or .seed. accord­ 
ing to regulations.

ATHENS — Keeping the alle­ 
giance of 
strategic 
countries 
in 
this part of the world is a constant 
struggle between the destructive 
effect of John Foster Dulles’ boo­ 
boos and the constructive work of 
people-to-peopie friendship. In this 
key country of Greece, however, 
we seem to be winning the bat­ 
tle — thanks to three factors: 
1. The 
American 
colleges 
in 
Greece whose alumni have organ­ 
ized against the Kremlin. 
2. The basic good sense of the 
Greek j*eople who differentiate be­ 
tween American good intentions 
and official faux pas. 
3. A cultural p r o g r a m engi­ 
neered by Dr. Dunean Emrich of 
the U S. 
Information S e r v i c e 
which outculturcd Moscow’s fran­ 
tic bid to undercut us in the Balk­ 
ans. 
You have 
to 
rem ember what 
most Congressmen don’t remem­ 
ber, that it’s a simple m atter for 
Moscow* to send all sorts of en­ 
tertainm ent to Greece. They hop 
from Roumanta and Bulgaria — 
both Iron Curtain countries-—down 
to Greece at almost no extra ex­ 
pense. U S. Information, in con­ 
trast, has the expense of trans­ 
porting cultural 
programs 
half­ 
way round the world. 
However, when the famed Mos­ 
cow ballet arrived in Athens it 
was not a howling success. IU 
ballet dancers were guarded by a 
stony - faced Kremlin chaperone 
who did hot perm it them to min­ 
gle with a single Greek. This is 
not the way to win 
friends 
in 
Athens.

Ballet Vs. Gillespie 
In competition, and* playing al­ 
iet nate afternoons and evenings in 
the same theatre, was Dizzy Gil­ 
lespie* jazz orchestra. It too was 
a how.mg success; and the ine­ 
briated behavior of some musi­ 
cians won no friends among Ath­ 
enian women. So the battle of the 
ballet vs. Gillespie was a draw, 
except that the Russian dancers 
were fascinated . with the Negro 
jazz players. 
The American Ballet Theatre, 
on the other hand, was a trem en­ 
dous success; while the Minneap­ 
olis Symphony Orchestra, playing 
in the U.OUU-year-old 
theatre 
of 
Herod of Athens 
alongside 
the 
Acropolis, was forced to play more 
encores 
than 
any orchestra 
in 
Athens. 
Latest contest between Commu­ 
nist and free-world entertainm ent 
occurred between the Moscow cir­ 
cus and an American - produced 
skating pageant called "Holiday 
On Ice.”

The Russian bear act was better 
than any animal act my friend 
John Ringling North has brought 
to Ringling Brothers since it com­ 
bined with Barnum and Bailey — 
even if one bear did defect to file 
West. 
However, Holiday On Ice’’ out­ 
drew 
the Moscow circus, partly 
because it was American, partly 
because it was staged to raise 
money for the four American col­ 
leges in Greece and the alumni 
of these colleges were out hustling 
ticket*. 
Coheir* Va. Moscow 
These schools are Anatolia Col­ 
lege for both men and women at 
Salonika, headed by Carl Comp­ 
ton; the American* Farm School 
near Salonika, founded by Charles 
House; Athens College for men, 
headed by 
Homer 
Davis; 
and 
Pierce College of Women in Ath­ 
ens, headed dy 
Ra\ mend Biak- 
nev. 
Until th.* year, their alumni had 
never been organized. Nor had the

He has also arranged with Pfet- 
er and Simon'in New York for the 
publication of pocket editions of 
famous American books, with the 
result that Walt Whitman has be­ 
come a best seller in Qreece, to­ 
gether with Charles Lindbergh’s 
The S p i r i t of St. Louis” and 
Stephen Crane’s "The Red Bads* 
of Courage.” 
The books, which sell for only 
six drachm as (18 cents) brought 
scream s of anguish from the Com­ 
munist 
newspaper 
Avghi,* Em ­ 
rich. 
complained 
Avghi. 
“ Has 
penetrated every facet of Greece.” 
It takes more than 
money to 
build a firm friendship between 
any peoples. Money is necessary 
to keep a nation alive and to fi­ 
nance it* army. But mere money 
without 
personal 
friendship 
can 
cause bitterness. 
Various 
factor* 
have 
helped 
build friendship in Greece, such 
as the annual examinations held 
by the University of Michigan for 
ability to use 
the 
English 
lan­ 
guage. This is taken by thousands 
of young Greeks and has helped 
to make English the second lan­ 
guage of the land, To work in a 
modern Greek business establish­ 
ment where English is important, 
an applicant usually has to pass 
the University of Michigan test. 
Four members of the Greek Cab­ 
inet were picked by the Slate Do­ 
ttle Cab n et — »s potential lead­ 
er* and given “ leader grant*” to 
tour the United States. This is an 
all-expense-paid invitation to visit 
the United States issued by he 
Sate Department to editors, may­ 
ors, members of parliaments, au­ 
thors, doctors and professors of 
various countries throughout the 
world. 
The State Department was .wise 
in its choice of potential Greek 
leaders, for one of them, Constan­ 
tine Carmanlis, 
is 
now 
Prime 
Minister; 
another, 
Constantine 
Tsatsos, is minister to the prime 
m inister; while George Rhalys is 
Minister of Public Works and Ar- 
istidis Propapadakis is Minister of 
Defense. 
The fact that t h e s e Cabinet 
members have visited the United 
States does not mean they are the 
servant* of the United States — 
as some Congressmen want them 
to be. It does mean that they un­ 
derstand and sympathize with the 
United States. For you can’t buy 
a proud people with either dol­ 
lars or food. Friendship is some­ 
thing you must keep working at 
every day in the year.

High School 
Has Purposes 


The millions aud millions of dol­ 
lars that are spent yearly on edu­ 
cation are indeed invested in a 
worthy cause. This cause of educa­ 
tion can be separated into several 
levels. One of these levels is high 
school. 
High school ha* tw?o main pur­ 
poses. The first is to teach the 
students to the best of their indi­ 
vidual capacities of learning. The 
second is to teach the students to 
get along with other people. The 
high schools of America have a 
high level of standards. Without 
these standards our educational 
system could not be as great as it 
is. These high necessary graduat­ 
ing standards are those represent­ 
ing the caliber of the youth who 
complete the program set up by 
the high schools. It is therefore 
important to be sure to graduate 
only the students wha complete 
thq, standard requirements of the 
high school program. 


If students who are failing in 
their studies are given 
passing 
grade*, 
the 
practice 
would 
not 
be in compliance with the purpos­ 
es of high school. The students 
who are failing would lose any in­ 
itiative that they might have al­ 
ready attained. Students who 
do 
work with initiative towards their 
grades would lose their initiative 
if they knew that tile 
teacher 
would give them passing grades, 
regardless of their extent of class 
work. lf a practice is made of 
passing failing students, the cal­ 
iber of the youth graduated from 
high school would be greatly low­ 
ered. 


There are several reasons for 
failures among students. They in­ 
clude— lack of initiative, too much 
outside work, 
difficult 
subject, 
trouble at home, or low mentality. 
Students with no 
initiative 
in 
their work in class should 
be 
failed ii they cannot meet the min­ 
imum standards set up for the 
class by the teacher. Students hav­ 
ing too much outside wmrk. con­ 
cerning school or 
aside 
from 
school, should consider the value 
of education and compare it with 
the importance of their outside 
activities. There is often the pos­ 
sibility of planning a careful pro­ 
gram whereby the student* can 
work during certain periods with 


his teachers. Students should not 
register for subjects in the high 
school curriculum which they be­ 
lieve may prove to be too difficult. 
Trouble at home may be remedied 
by extra time silent on studies 
during school or after school. I .ow 
mentality j^iould not be consider­ 
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ed as a primary cause for failing 
a high school subject. In the fir>t 
place, the student should not have 
signed up for such a difficult sub­ 
ject. If it is required that the 
student take the subject, he should 
work with the teacher when there 
is an evidence of necessary addi­ 
tional attention by the teacher. 
A student is supposedly prepared 
for the high school studies upon 
graduation from the lower grade*. 
Therefore, fault can be partially 
blamed on the lower grades 
for 
promotion of students where pro­ 
motion is undue. 


Failing a student when it is 
necessary will result in three pri­ 
mary 
improvements. 
First, 
the 
failed student will develop initia­ 
tive. Second, the students making 
higher grades will also develou 
initiative. Three, the standards of 
the American high schools 
w ill 
maintain their high standards ai..* 
will continue to graduate the cal­ 
iber of youth who meet the ncces- 
sary requirement* of high school 
graduation. 


In conclusion, it is my firm be­ 
lief that there is no actual excuse 
for a failure. The experience and 
judgment of the teacher should 
determine certain class standards. 
Students tailing 
below 
these 
standards should be failed accord­ 
ing to the case of the student and 
the judgment of the teacher.
